fine-grain alcohol from the hold 
of a supposed oil tanker, federal 
authorities believed today, dealt a 
blow at a rich and powerful ring 
of illegal liquor manufacturers and 
distributors in New Jersey. 


The contraband was seized

the 206-ton tanker Charles D. Lef- 
fler of Wilmington, Del., yester- 
day by agents of the United States 
customs enforcement division. 
The ship's tanks were covered 


by a six-feet deep false shell filled 
with kerosene, agents said.

column of 15,000 Italian troops, 
spearhead

county agricultural agents, and 
the organization of county boards 
to administer the new farm pro- 
gram. 
Farm 
demonstration 
councils 
and key farmers have divided the 
counties into 
"communities" of 
about 500 farmers. Each of these 
"communities" has elected three 
committeemen 
who 
altogether 


will constitute a county soil con- 
servation board. 


Officials point out, In review- 


Ing some of the high points 01 
the , program, that all crops wll 
be classified into two classes— 
coll depleting and soil conserving 
and that a neutral classification 
hag been set up to include idle 
land, fallow land, wood land, pas- 
tures, vineyard, tree fruits, smal 
fruits and so forth. 


Payments will be made to farm- 


ers upon proof of having co- 
operated in the program. 
This 


money, which will be paid In one 
check, will include payments for 
replacing certain percentages o( 
soil depleting crops with soil con- 
serving crops and for using soil 
building practices. 


Bases established on the old re- 
duction contracts will be taken 
as a guide for establishing the 
base for 1936 on the soil conserva- 
tion program, 
with due allow- 


ance for crops not Included In 
former contracts. 


About 20 per cent of the base 
acreage in soil depleting crops In 
1936, must be replaced by soil 
conserving crops in order to qual- 
ify for participation In the pro- 
gram. 


The soil conserving 
payments 


will be based on the productivity 
of the land; for cotton It will be 
five cents per pound; for pea- 
nuts 1 1-4 cents a pound based 
on the average yield per. ace of 
the farm; for rice It will be 20 
cents for each 100 pounds of the 
producer's domestic consumption 
quota, subject to certain speci- 
fied agreements. 


Rate of payments for soil build- 


ing practices is being approved, 
according to officials of the pro- 
gram.

ily physician for a physical ex- 
amination so that any 
defects 


they might have may be cor- 
rected during the summer months. 
It takes the special knowledge 
which a physician has acquired 
to discover and remove any phy- 
sical or mental handicap which 
threatens a child's well-being. A 
fall check-up In made of these 
same children, with 
the 
result 
that the child entering school for 
the first time may be as free 
from physical and mental handi- 
caps as possible. 


It Is a most essential factor in 
the life of each child that he be 
free from all physical defects in 
order that he may do his best 
work when in school. The child 
has been allowed to play most 
of his 'time until he 
comes of 


school age, so It Is most impor- 
tant that all handicaps be re- 
moved when he is asked to take 
up that part of his career which 
hag to do with his mental train- 
Ing. 
The child who does not 
hear or see well would not be able 
to get the same benefits from 
his school work as the child who 
does not have these handicaps. 
Each 
child 
entering 
school 


should 
be 
immunized 
against 
diphtheria and smallpox. 


As the child begins to mingle 


with numbers of other children, 
It is also necessary that he be 
instructed as to personal clean- 
liness, and a healthy attitude to- 
ward his schoolmates. The child's 
personal health habits control to 
a large degree the spread of 
communicable diseases 
In 
the 
school. 


The health and well-'Belng of our 
nation rests upon the opportuni- 
ties given the children of today.

GOVERNMENT WIDENS 
PRIVILEGES IN CROP 


LOANS TO FARMERS 


SAN ANTONIO, April 27—(Spl.) 


—Widening the scope of financial 
assistance the federal government 
is extending to Texas farmers, 
regulations 
of the 
Emergency 


Crop and Feed Loan office have 
been amended to permit farmers 
who are not being actively assist- 
ed by the resettlement administra- 
tion to apply for emergency crop 
loam, It has .been announced by 
H. P. Drought, state director of 
the National 
Emergency Coun- 


cil for Texas. 
The regulations provide that 


no more than $200 may be loaned 
to any one farmer 
and 
prefer- 


ence will be given to farmers 
whose 
cash 
requirements" are 
small. 


Effect of the change will be to 


extend to farmers listed as "in- 
active clients" of the 
resettle- 
ment administration the same op- 
portunity to apply for emergency 
crop loans as other eligible farm- 
ers. It was pointed out, however, 
that standard clients of the re- 
settlement 
administration, 
or 
farmers who are receiving grants 
or have received grants 
from 
that agency since December 31, 
1935, and those employed on works 
progress administration 
projects 
are ineligible to receive the loans.

the threat of a scarcity was tem- 
porarily allayed. 


Cold weather and heavy show- 
ers In the Eastern part of the 
belt have delayed planting there 
and the crop as a whole is around 
three weeks late. 


Generally an increase of 10 to 


15 per cent from the 28.000,000 
acres in cultivation last July 1 Is 
anticipated by trade.

Nicknames acquired in childhood 
are sending men to jail. 


Realizing how persistently such 


monikers as "Slim" or "Red" or 
"Fats" follow a man through life, 
the federal bureau of identifica- 
tion Is amassing the greatest col- 
lection of nicknames in the world. 


Proceeding on the theory that 


a nickname is one of the hardest 
things for a criminal to change, 
the bureau has 
gathered 
more 


than 100,000 of them. 
The file has been extremely use- 


ful In Identifying criminals when 
other methods have failed and 
scores of cases have been record- 
ed where a name like "Joe the 
Dope" has linked a man with a 
crime. 


If the "G" men get a tip that 


a man named "Red" was con- 


cerned In a crime they can turn 
to their long list of "Reds" and, 
by a process of elimination, seek 
to Identify the one wanted. They 
say this often thwarts a crim- 
inal's attempt to conceal his past 
record by changing his formal 
name 
and 
other 
distinguishing 


characteristics.

Trend, Toward Larger Farms Evident 


Modern Methods of Agriculture May Eventually Displace 


Homestead in Favor of Huge Corporate Farms

WICHITA, Kas., Mary 25.—Re- 


cent disclosure of some of the huge 
sums paid out as AAA farm bene- 
fits raised the question of to what 
extent agriculture has been estab- 
lished on a hu?e scale. 


An impression that farming In 
the future, and to an increasing ex- 
tent during the present, would be 
done on a large scale, might have 
been given by AAA statistics which 
revealed payments ranging from 
$50,000 to $1,000,000 to some in- 
dividual producers, planters and 
corporations controlling farm acre- 
age, 


Such an impression Is corrected 


by census .figures which show that 
96.7 per cent of the 6,500,000 farm- 
ers in United States cultivate few- 
er than 500 acres each. At the same 
time, this group farms 83 per cent 
of the improved farm land. 


One of the alarming trends of 


modern agriculture is the growing 
number of absentee landlords and 
corresponding decrease in the num- 
ber of farmers who own their own 
land, however. The absentee land- 
lord situation has long prevailed 
in Europe but was not true in 
United States until recently. 


Trend Toward Larger Farms 
This picture of American farm- 


ing is further supported by AAA 
records which report payments of 
farm benefits in excess of $10,000 
each to only 143 of the 1,031,000 cot- 
ton growers who received benefits. 
Another 227 received AAA checks 
ranging from $5,000 to $10,000. 


On this basis, more than 99 per 


cent of the cotton growers receiv- 
ed less than $5,000 each. And cot- 
ton, together with sugar and rice, 
is one of the few commodities 
which it is practical to raise on a 
large scale under present condi- 
tions. 
In other words, farming on a 


huge scale is still the exception. 
The average farm is still restrict- 
e dto an acreage which it ii pos- 
sible for the farmer and his fam- 
ily, with the assistance of a hired 
man or two in some instances, to 
operate. And the huge agricultural 
plants of hundreds, or even thous- 
ands of acres, is still the exception. 
But certain factors indicate that 


there is a distinct tendency toward 
larger scale farming and that it Is 
quite within the realm of possibil- 
ity in the future that agriculture 
wil Ibe organized on a far different 
basis than it is today. 


Chain Farms Increasing 


The size of the average farm has 


been increasing from 1880 when the 
average size was 134 acres until 
it is now about 150. This tr.end is 
attributed in large measure to the 
advantages 
of 
utilizing 
power 


equipment, modern scientific tech- 
nique of farming, and economies 
possible 
in raising livestock in 
quantity. 


Farm authorities foresee a gra- 
dual evolution toward large scale 
corporate-controlled farms in some 
lines, particularly in raising of such, 
commodities as wheat, sugar, cot- 
ton, rice and corn. Limitations are 
placed on such expansion- by the 
fact that present prices make it 
unprofitable to attempt to have 
rotation of crops on large-scale 
corporate farms. It has been found 
practical to raise only one crop on 
existing corporate farms' since the 
setup is too complex to permit ro- 
tation. 
Another trend in modern agri- 


culture, and one which promises 
to become common sooner than 
corporate large-scale farming, is 
the chain farm sort of organization 
as represented by share croppers 
and tenant farmers working for 
one firm or owner.

same time and at substantially the 
same price for the sale of such 
security had been or would be en- 
tered by or for the same or differ- 
ent parties" contrary to the pro- 
visions of the security and exchange 
act.
